If any of the members do wrong one-fifth of the voters can order a special 
election to remove him from office; if the hoaril refuses to pass measures 
demanded by the people, the latter by the initiative can force its enactment;

charge of the government, same as a board of directors are in charge of 
a large corporation? 
Members of tiie municipal board arc required to give 


tlieir time to the city's business and are paid for their services. 
Each 


member is held strictly responsible for the department specially assigned to 
him and all are responsible for the general results. 
The mayor is to have 


charge of the department of public safety but will have no veto upon the 
acts of the council. 
Thus will he overcome for all time the one man!

Editor Sun: Do you thing it is right to turn the government 


of this city over to live men? What chance will the children of any 
poor man have under such a system? 
The. smallness of the board 


is what the people dislike.

This is the chord upon which the opponents of the charter are mainly 


llarping. 
To turn the city government over to five men. or three men, 


under no greater restraint than our present city officials arc under would 
be wrong, ahsurd and even criminal. 
But the municipal board of five 


members, including the mayor, are under the absolute control of the people. 
If any of the members do wrong one-fifth of the voters can order a special 
election to remove him from office; if the noarll refuses to pass measures 
demanded by the people, the latter by the initiative can force its enactment; 
if the municipal board passes measures that are regarded as claugerous the 
people can hold them up by the referendum. 
No measure passed by the 


.counil can taKe effect in less than ten days after enactment. 
If a fran- 


chise be granted to any company that cannot take effect for thirty days, so 
that the citizens have ample time to take measures to stop it if they con- 
sider .it dangerous 
Where then is the danger from placing five men in 


charge of the government, same as a board of directors are in charge of 
a large corporation? 
Members of the municipal board are required to give 


their time to the city's business and are paid for their services. 
Each 


member is held strictly responsible for the department specially assigned to 
him and all are responsible for the genera! results. 
The mayor is to have 


charge of the department of public safety but will have no veto upon the 
acts of the council. Thus will be overcome for all time the one man 
power and the deadlocks which caused so much delay in the past and thus 
the city's business will be promptly attended to and the city's best interests 
.properly protected at all times. What will be the result? The same as 
in every city in .which the new form of charter is adopted—and properly 
applied—better public service in general, but principally a better and more 
prompt response to the demands of public necessity in all cases. 
That 


would mean a system of public baths, a'public hall ,a contagious hospital 
and'many public improvements that would never be carried out under our 
present system unless at the most extravagant expenditure. 
It would mean 


that if the departments exceeded their appropriations the commissioners in 
charge would be liable to a fine of $1000 and one year in jail. That would 
^stqp borrowing to meet current expenses and it would therefore put an end 
to one of ihe greatest irregularities in connection with our city government. 


While the voters hold over the five men the recall, the initiative and 


referendum, and while any gross irregularity becomes a criminal offense we 
would like to know how or by what means the five commissioners could 
menace the public. 
Moreover the commissioners will be the men the voters 


want, not the men favored by any coterie.

Nelson's attitude toward labor or-

THE RUSSIAN NOTE 
GIVES HIMSELF UP 


Says Cargoes of Corn 


Cannot be Seized 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. IS.—The 


text of the Russian note to Turkey re- 
garding the free 
export 
of Russian 


corn was made public today. In reply 
to a verbal remonstrance Turkey had 
said that she intended to act accord- 
ing to tho declaration oC London of 
1909. As this was considered unsatis- 
factory to Russia this government pre- 
sented a written demand, wherein It 
was pointed out that Russia, basing 
her position upon tho declaration of

BOARD TOO SMALL? 


Editor Sun: Do you thing it is right to turn the government 


of this city over to five menV What chance will the children of. any 
poor .man have under such a system? The smallncss of the board 
is what the people dislike. 
Yours truly,

This is the chord upon which the opponents of the charter are mainly 


liarping. 
To turn the city government over to five men. or three men, 


under no greater restraint than our present city officials arc under would 


be wrong, absurd and even criminal. 
But the municipal board of five 


members, including the mayor, are under the absolute control of the people. 


If any of the members do wrong one-fifth of the voters can order a special 
election to remove him from office; if the board refuses to pass measures 


demanded by the people, the latter by the initiative can force its enactment; 
If the municipal board passes measures that are regarded as dangerous the 


people can hold them up by the referendum. 
No measure passed by the 


council can take effect in less than ten days after enactment. 
If a fran- 


chise be granted to any company that cannot take effect for thirty days, so 
that the citizens have ample time to take measures to stop it if they con- 
sider it dangerous 
Where then is the danger from placing five men in 


charge of the government, same as a board of directors are in charge of 
a large corporation? 
Members of the municipal board are required to give 


their time to the city's business and are paid for their services. 
Each 


member is held strictly responsible for the department specially assigned to 
him and all are responsible for the general results. 
The mayor is to have 


charge of the department of public safety but will have no veto upon the 
acts of. the council. 
Thus vvill he overcome for all time the one man 


power and the deadlocks which caused so much delay in the past ami thus 
the city's business will be promptly attended to and the city's best interests 
properly protected at all times. What will he the result? 
The same as 


in every city in which the new form of charter is adopted—and properly 
applied-^better public service in general, but principally a better and more 
prompt response to the demands of public necessity in all cases. 
That 


would mean a system of public baths, a public hall ,a contagious hospital 
and many public improvements that would never be carried out under our 


present system unless at the most extravagant expenditure. 
It would mean 


that if the departments exceeded their appropriations the. commissioners in 
charge would be liable to a fine of SIOOO and one year in jail. That would 
stop borrowing to meet current expenses and It would therefore put an end 
to one ot the greatest irregularities in connection with our city government. 


While the voters hold over the five men the recall, the initiative and 


referendum, and while any gross irregularity becomes a criminal offense we 
would like to know how or by what means the five commissioners could 


menace the public. 
Moreover the commissioners will be the men the voters 


want, not the men favored by any coterie. 
Hence it is absurd to assume 


that the poor boy has not fully as good a chance as the rich. 
Everybody 


who can get a petition signed by twenty-five voters may be a candidate at 


the preliminary election and the two candidates for any office getting the 
highest vote will be the nominees. 
Is there anything unfair in that? The

The Cam- 
ti«i then proceeded to Rockland and 
the tug returned to her tow. 


The Massasoit had boon rolling heav- 


ily in the trough of .the sea and was 
helpless with a northwest gale blow- 
ing when the Camden came up with 
her. Her cargo consisted 
mainly-* of 


gasoline, shipped to' Searsport. 
The 


deckload of 400 barrels of gasoline had 
been thrown overboard to lighten the 
ship.

p. rh. The fact that she was not visible [ 
this forenoon indicated that sho had 
been blown off shore by the gale and 
had continued northwest. She has a 
crew of about 20 men.

ho was chaplain on the flagship Con- 
necticut." In opening Fr.-Gleeson said: 
"Your lecturer, Mr. Murphy in his in- 
vitation impressed on me tho domes- 
ticity of the'married members of Low- 
ell Coun-ll. the eligibility and desira- 
bility of tho bachelors and the beauty, 
virtue and charm of your ladies and 
having been here but a short tune I 
am convinced that ho has mado good. 
Fr. Gleeson then started his audience 
around the world with him on the fa- 
mous trip, referring particularly to the 
great surprise of the foreigners to find 
so many Catholics.in the navy and to 
the grand reception accorded the fleet 
everywhere.
